Teen kills 15 in school attack 


Germany A 17-year-old in 
black combat gear killed 
15 people in southwest 
Germany yesterday in a 
shooting spree that started 
at his former school. 

The gunman, identified 
by police as Tim 
Kretschmer, entered the 
school in the town of Win¬ 
nenden at about 9.30 a.m. 
and began firing with a 9- 
mm Beretta pistol at stu¬ 
dents in a classroom. 

He killed nine students, 
including eight teenage 


girls, and three women 
teachers, as well as 
one person in front 
of a clinic opposite 
the school, before 
fleeing with a 
hostage in a car hi¬ 
jacked at a local su¬ 
permarket. 

Police said most of 
the victims at the Al¬ 
bertville-Realschule 
had been shot in the head 
and a further seven pupils, 
all female, were injured. 

The gunman died hours 


later in a shoot-out in 
Wendlingen, some 
30 kilometres from 
the school, after 
killing two men in a 
car dealership. 
Those killings 
brought the death 
toll to 16, including 
the gunman, who 
police believe shot 
himself. 

Chancellor Angela 
Merkel called it a day of 
mourning for all of Ger¬ 
many.

Province adds $l.4B to 
debt, $1B goes to roads

The province will spend 
$800 million in stimulus 
over the next three years, 
but put $1.4 billion onto 
the debt. 

Despite the large num¬ 
bers there were no 
specifics on any spending 
during Premier Rodney 
MacDonald’s economic 
stimulus announcement 
yesterday morning at a 
breakfast speech to the 
Halifax Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. The new money 
was lumped 
into $1.1 bil¬ 
lion of “usual 
capital spend¬ 
ing” that to¬ 
tals $1.9 bil¬ 
lion and will 
create or 
maintain 
20,000 jobs, 
according to 
the govern¬ 
ment. 

“In the days 
and weeks 
ahead we’ll be outlining 
more specifics,” MacDon¬ 
ald told reporters. “We’re 
going to be investing more 
in schools, we’re going to 
be investing more in hospi¬ 
tals, more in renovations.” 

MacDonald said his gov¬ 
ernment would not be run¬ 
ning a deficit next year, de¬ 
spite adding to the debt. 
This is because the stimu¬ 
lus funding will appear as 
capital costs, rather than 
as part of the operating 
budget. 


Priorities of the stimulus 
plan include $1 billion for 
roads, $430 million for 
schools and IT, $380 mil¬ 
lion for health and safe 
communities, $50 million 
for energy conservation 
and $40 million for 
tourism, culture and her¬ 
itage. 

The cancelling of paying 
off debt and lack of details 
drew ire from opposition 
parties. 

“What he didn’t say was 
that a $ 1.4-billion addition 
to the debt would mean 
somewhere in the area of 
$100 million in additional 
spending on 
interest,” said 
NDP Leader 
Darrell Dex¬ 
ter. 

Both the 
NDP and Lib¬ 
erals say they 
expect Mac¬ 
Donald to 
move around 
the province 
announcing 
the details 
separately in 
the lead-up to an election. 
Dexter called on the pre¬ 
mier to instead recall the 
legislature to debate the 
plan. 

Liberal MLA Diana 
Whalen was dismayed to 
see 20 times more funding 
for roads than green initia¬ 
tives 

“A pittance is mentioned 
in today’s announcement 
(about it),” she said. “And 
that is the economy and 
the jobs of the future.”

Schools waiting for funding 

Province’s stimulus plan does not promise any more for universities

Universities didn’t get the 
money they wanted at 
yesterday’s stimulus 
announcement from the 
province, but they were 
given reason for 
optimism. 

The federal government 
recently announced a $2- 
billion fund for universi¬ 
ties, but provinces have to 
match funding to access it. 

There was no mention 
of doing that yesterday, 
but Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald said that doesn’t 
mean they’re not going to. 

“There will be an appro¬ 
priate day and appropriate 
time to talk about those 
investments,” he said. 
“But today’s announce¬ 
ment was about govern¬ 
ment-owned capital proj¬ 
ects.” 

Peter Halpin, executive 
director of the Council of 
Nova Scotia University 
Presidents, said he was 
hoping to see matching 
funding yesterday. But be¬ 


cause the details of the 
fund only came out this 
week he wasn’t worried. 

“I think the key thing 
was the mention of look¬ 
ing at investment in post¬ 


secondary education out¬ 
side of what was an¬ 
nounced this morning,” he 
said. 

The Halifax Chamber of 
Commerce also had some 


mixed feelings on the 
stimulus plan. The cham¬ 
ber has long been a vocal 
advocate for paying down 
debt. But chamber presi¬ 
dent Valerie Payne reluc- 


£ tantly accepted reversing 
p that policy to pay for more 
§ stimulus projects. 

| “The finest economists 
o in the world cannot figure

span that we’re talking 
here. So I can’t comment. 
It seems reasonable,” 
Payne said about adding 
$1.4 billion to the 
province’s debt. 

She said she was com¬ 
forted by the province’s 
plan to keep debt-to-GDP 
rates steady. 

The Canadian Union of 
Public Employees had less 
kind words, calling yester¬ 
day the Seinfeld of an¬ 
nouncements because it 
was “a budget about noth¬ 
ing.” 

“The people of Nova Sco¬ 
tia should be quite con¬ 
cerned that this far into an 
economic downturn, the 
leader of our province still 
refuses to give specific de¬ 
tails about his plans to 
stimulate the economy,”

Canada, Cape Town face-to-face 

Acting styles fuse in story of search for community, ancestors

Rumoured fight fizzles

Rumours of a fight didn’t 
materialize, but it was a 
stressful day at Cole 
Harbour District High 
School yesterday. 

It all started about 10:30 
a.m., said RCMP spokesper¬ 
son Cpl. Joe Taplin. 

“There were two groups 
of individuals who were 
staring each other down,” 
he said. “Rumours started 
that there was going to be a 
fight that took place.” 

A student, who wouldn’t 
give her name, said a male 
from Cole Harbour and an¬ 


other from Eastern Passage 
wanted to scrap. 

A few extra RCMP offi¬ 
cers headed to the school as 
a precaution. When the fire 
alarm was pulled at 11:10 
a.m., police called for back¬ 
up. 

“This is when our officers 
and teachers started hear¬ 
ing that this is when the 
fight was going to take 
place,” Taplin said. 

The 1,000 students in the 
school were evacuated to a 


nearby soccer field. 

A student who spoke to 
Metro yesterday said there 
was a skirmish on the field 
that police quickly broke 
up. Taplin said there was a 
lot of talking, but no physi¬ 
cal altercation. 

“There was one student 
that was quite agitated over 
the whole situation,” Taplin 
said. “He was arrested and 
detained for about five min¬ 
utes and then brought back 
into the school and school

Several officers stayed at 
the school after classes re¬ 
sumed.

More than half the con¬ 
victions were for

Home renovations can be 
affordable and eco-friendly

renovation With news of 
job losses seeming to domi¬ 
nate the headlines, it’s re¬ 
freshing to hear contractor 
Jim Baird describe his work¬ 
ing life as “busier than 
ever.” 

The owner and operator 
of First Place Renovations, 
based near Ottawa, has 
home renovation jobs — 
both big and small scale — 
booked well into July. 

He says popular TV shows 
that highlight the impor¬ 
tance of hiring a skilled con¬ 
tractor to take on important 
reno jobs certainly don’t 
hurt. But he thinks one of 
the main reasons for his 


flourishing business is that 
people understand, more 
now than ever, the need to 
invest money in their 
homes wisely. 

“A good renovation job 
can certainly expand and in¬ 
crease the value of a proper¬ 
ty,” says Baird. 

“Between the costs of pay¬ 
ing agents, moving expens¬ 
es, lawyers fees and taxes, 
people recognize it’s some¬ 
times more economical to 
spend that money on the 
home they already have.” 

Baird says home renova¬ 
tion contracting is a grow¬ 
ing field, and a survey con¬ 
ducted by RBC in late 2008 
would seem to support that 
claim. 

According to the survey, 
many Canadians surveyed 


said they planned to reno¬ 
vate within the next two 
years. And 75 per cent said 
if their homes were in need 
of major repairs, they’d 
rather renovate than sell 
and move. 

Baird says the average 
cost of the renovations he 
works on are between 
$20,000 and $30,000 and 
that he’s seen an increase 
in demand for expanded 
living space, such as addi¬ 
tions and finished base¬ 
ments. 

Respondents in the RBC 
survey also noted a desire 
for expanded living space, 
as well as more accessible 
spaces for an aging popula¬ 
tion, and more than three- 
quarters would choose an 
environmentally friendly 


approach to renovations. 

Rob Rutledge of Ottawa’s 
HomeEcology — a business 
that focuses on energy au¬ 
dits, efficient heating and 
cooling, as well as “green” 
renos — says there are 
many ways to minimize en¬ 
ergy use, material use and 
waste when it comes to ren¬ 
ovating a home. 

He says young families 
seem especially interested 
in green renovations. 

“The demand for green, 
efficient products and serv¬ 
ices is growing faster than 
we expected,” explains Rut¬ 
ledge. 

“People are figuring out 
that being green is good for 
their health, their pocket 
book and the environ¬ 
ment.”

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Home decor need 
not suffer with kids

hen chil¬ 
dren arrive 
on the 
scene, does 
stylish 
home decor have to die? 

Some parents think so; 
they are resigned to con¬ 
centrating only on making 
their homes child-friendly 
and delay their plans to 
spruce up their decor until 
the kids leave. Or they buy 
homely and inexpensive 
furniture so whatever 
damage the children in¬ 
flict, they could not possi¬ 
bly make them uglier. 

But why live like a sav¬ 
age for a decade or possi¬ 
bly longer? To be sure, 
your family home needs to 
be child-friendly, so chil¬ 
dren know they are treas¬ 
ured members of the 
household. But at the same 
time, your home is also for 
you. It should be both joy¬ 
ful in its role as the centre 
of a busy family life, but al¬ 
so capable of soothing 
those jangled adult nerves 
with beauty, grace and 
style. 

The most visible killer of 
stylish home decor is too 
many toys. I know families 
with toys that number in 
the hundreds. Reflect on 
how many toys your chil¬ 
dren actually play with on 
a regular basis and down¬ 
size. 

Keep in mind that the 
roster of toys will be ever- 
changing, as your child 
grows older, so keep the 
collection trimmed down. 
Instead, consider setting 
up a toy exchange with 
neighbours and friends to 
keep the toy collection 
novel, rather than keeping 
a huge collection of toys, 
some of which the chil¬ 
dren will probably out¬ 
grow before you can even 
read the assembly instruc¬ 
tions. 

When you’ve whittled 
the collection down to a 
manageable size, establish 
a place for the toys, such as 
a stylish chest or bureau.

Use labels with 
words or pictures so they 
will know precisely what 
should go where. And be 
prepared to enforce the 
rule. 

For flooring or uphol- 
steiy fabric, keep in mind 
the golden rule that dark 
colours and splotchy pat¬ 
terns hide dirt. Make your 
life easier by choosing 
these kinds of patterns or 
colours. And go for scatter 
rugs on hard flooring, be¬ 
cause cleanups are easier 
and replacing rugs is much 
less expensive than replac¬ 
ing wall-to-wall carpeting.

Economical and versatile, 
this humble winter 
storage vegetable stretch¬ 
es a long way. Whether 
green, red or savoy, this 
member of the Brassica 
family is related to kale, 
broccoli and cauliflower. 

Green is the most com¬ 
mon type of cabbage and 
popular for its crunchiness 
and mild flavour (except 
when overcooked). Red 
cabbage takes longer to 
mature than green 
cabbage, so they usually 
aren’t quite as tender. The 
colour of red cabbage can 
run when cooked and take 
on a bluish tinge. To 
prevent this, cook with a 
bit of lemon juice or vine¬ 
gar. The leaves of a Savoy 
cabbage are looser and 


more crinkled than regu¬ 
lar cabbage and have a 
more tender texture. The 
flavour is milder and 
sweeter. 

Colcannon or Bubble and 
Squeak 

In Ireland it is called col¬ 
cannon; in Britain, bubble 
and squeak for the sound 


it makes as it cooks. What¬ 
ever the name, it was a 
customary way to use up 
vegetables left over from 
Sunday dinner. Good with 
corned beef, ham or 
sausages, the amounts can 
vary to suit your leftovers 
or taste. Makes 4 to 6 serv¬ 
ings. 


INGREDIENTS: 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) butter 

• 3 green onions, sliced 

• 2 to 3 cups (500 to 750 
ml) cooked green cabbage 

• 2 to 3 cups (500 to 750 
ml) mashed potatoes 

• Salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

Melt butter in a large skil¬ 
let over medium heat. Add 
onions and cook until soft¬ 
ened, a few minutes. Add 
cabbage and toss with 
onions. Add potatoes, 
breaking up with wooden 
spoon to combine with 
cabbage and onions. Sea¬ 
son to taste with salt and 
pepper and cook until 
heated through, 5 to 10 
minutes. 

Cabbage Tips: 

• To slice cabbage, cut 
head into quarters, re¬ 
move core and slice with a 
sharp chef’s knife, a man¬ 
doline or food processor 
fitted with a slicing disc.

• 1/4 cup (50 ml) extra-vir¬

Michael Jackson will add 
more shows to the 10 Lon¬ 
don concerts already 
announced this summer as 
his comeback to live 
music, organizers said yes¬ 
terday. 

The 50-year-old singer 
has been a virtual recluse 
since his acquittal on child 
abuse charges in a 2005 tri¬ 
al, his last full set of live 
concerts was 12 years ago 
and he has not recorded 
an album of new music 
since Invincible in 2001. 

Last week he an¬ 
nounced his long-await¬ 
ed comeback at Lon¬ 
don’s 02 Arena, 
where he plans a Las 
Vegas-style “residen¬ 
cy” with a series of 
10 concerts begin¬ 
ning on July 8.

Marsala Chicken 
with Fennel 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 chicken, about 3 lbs 
(1.35 leg), cut into pieces 

2 tbsp (25 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
1 large leek, chopped 
1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
parsley 

1 tsp (5 ml) fennel seeds 
6 tablespoons (90 ml) 
Marsala wine 

2 cups (500 ml) chicken 
stock 

2 medium fennel bulbs, 
trimmed and cut into 
chunks 

2 cups (500 ml) shelled 
fresh or frozen peas 
Fresh juice of 1 lemon 
1 large egg, lightly beaten 
Salt and black pepper 
Chopped parsley 
Lemon zest shreds 

METHOD: 

1. Remove skin from 
chicken pieces. Season 
flour with salt and pepper 
to taste. Dust flour over 
chicken. 

2. Heat 1 tbsp (15 ml) oil in 
a large frying pan over 
medium heat. Add leek, 
parsley, and fennel seeds 
and saute 5 minutes until 
leek is soft, stirring 
frequently. Remove from 
pan; set aside. 

3. Heat remaining 1 tbsp 
(15 ml) oil in frying pan. 
Add chicken and saute un¬ 
til just golden, 6 to 7 min¬ 


utes. Remove chicken and 
set aside. Pour in Marsala 
and boil until reduced to 
about 2 tbsp (25 ml) of 
glaze. Pour in stock, and 
return leek mixture and 
dark meat chicken pieces 
and wings to the pan. Add 
fennel. Cover and simmer 
over low heat 10 to 15 
minutes. Add chicken 
breasts and simmer, cov¬ 
ered, 15 minutes or until 
all chicken pieces are ten¬ 
der and juices run clear 
when thickest part is 
pierced. Add peas for last 5 
minutes of cooking. 

4. Transfer chicken pieces 
and vegetables to serving 
bowl; keep warm. 

5. In small bowl, mix 
lemon juice into egg. 
Slowly add 4 tbsp (60 mL) 
hot cooking liquid to 
lemon and egg mixture, 
stirring. Slowly stir back 
into liquid in frying pan. 
Return chicken and 
vegetables to pan and 
warm through, on very 
low heat so sauce does not 
curdle. Season to taste and 
garnish with parsley and 
shreds of lemon zest.
